Syndicated Newspaper Articles to 
State and Locals 


By special arrangement with the New 
York Tuberculosis Association and the 
New York Evening Mail, the National 
Tuberculosis Association announces a 
syndicated newspaper service for state 
and local associations. 

Dr. Beatrice S. Herben of the staff of 


the New York Tuberculosis Association 
furnishes a health service three times a 
week to the New York Evening Mail 
entitled “How to Live Long,” and one 
to the Bronx Home News and the Har- 
lem Home News entitled “Call the Doc- 
tor.” She also supplies a weekly service 
to theatre programs used in New York 
City, and a monthly service to a number 
of leading house organs in the greater 
city. The National Association has con- 
tracted with the New York Association 
and the newspapers involved, to secure 
these articles for syndicating through- 
out the country. The health information 
contained in the articles is exceedingly 
valuable and Dr. Herben’s style is un- 
usually interesting and appealing to 
newspaper readers. 


The service is offered to state and 
affiliated associations for a nominal fee. 
In return it will furnish the three ar- 
ticles run each week in the “How to Live 
Long” and “Call the Doctor” depart- 
ments. The articles if used by tubercu- 
losis associations must be signed with 
Dr. Herben’s name, although the name 
of the tuberculosis association need not 
necessarily appear. Another general 
heading for the articles must also be 
substituted. The service must be offered 
free to local newspapers as the New 
York Association furnishes the material 
iree to the New York papers.

Tournament Trophies Won by 
198 Schools 


One hundred and ninety-eight schools 
in all sections of the country have won 
honors in the National Tournament in 
health knighthood which closed the last 
Saturday in February. This is by far the 
biggest tournament that has ever been 
held during the first term of the school 
year. Ten banners will be awarded 
to schools in Arkansas, Idaho, IIli- 
nois, Michigan and Texa: for the per- 
formance of the greatest average num- 
ber of health chores in their respective 
divisions. One hundred and eighty-eight 
pennants will be presentea to schools in 
Colorado, Florida, Idaho, Illinois, Kan- 
sas, Michigan, Missouri, Montana, Penn- 
sylvania, South Dakota, Texas, Utah 
and West Virginia whose pupils per- 
formed 75% of the health chores each 
week during the tournament period. 

Several schools which sent in their 
records for consideration in the tourna- 
ment failed to win a national pennant 
because of the omission of the weekly 
bath chore by some of the pupils. This 
is in many cases a difficult chore to per- 
form, but it is performed by hundreds 
of children who do not enjoy the luxury 
of a bathtub in their homes. A little 
Italian girl who lives in a very poor 
shack in one of the manufacturing towns 
of Massachusetts takes her bath once or 
twice a week by putiing a wash basin in 
the middle of the kitchen floor. She 
heats her own water on the stove, and 
then, sitting on the edge of a chair and 
beginning with her feet, “works up” un- 
til she has had an “all-over” wash. A 
Pueblo Indian boy Crusader takes his 
bath in the almost icy river which flows 
at an altitude of over 4,000 feet near 
his home. Where there is a will there 
is always a way. 

There are two National Tournaments 
in a school year, each lasting over a 
period of 15 consecutive weeks. The 
first tournament takes place between the 
first Sunday in September and the last 
Saturday in February; the second, be- 
tween the first Sunday in January and 
the second Saturday in June. Any con- 
secutive 15 weeks in either or both pe- 
tiods may be chosen by the teacher over 
which to submit her class records, but 
none of the days in January or February 
may be counted for both first and sec- 
ond tournaments.
